now," said he "The lessons of this

great war point to it as a 
course. 
Why should I not vote for 
it"

Senator Kenyon said he expected 


to support the bill but wanted ex- 
emptions in favor of men in em- 
ployments of military value changed 
so that the power of enforcing such

approved the La Follette amendment 
for civil tribunals to pass upon ques- 
tions of exemption.

the United States government

Prance and Italy within the next 
fortnight, possibly within a 
week,

railroad presidents. Its aim is to co- 
ordinate the work of all railroads in 
virtually a single continental system 
for war needs. 


To relieve car shortages, the car 


service commission of the American 
Railway association also issued or- 
ders requiring immediate movement 
of coal and ore cars when empty to- 
ward owner lines.

Speaking at the annual dinner of 


the American Newspaper Publishers j 
Association in New York last night. 
James "W. Gerard, 
former 
Ambas- 


sador to Germany, made an impas- j 
sioned appeal for universal 
military 


service. 
Mr. Gerard said that it is 


the only thing which can save the na- 
tion from Prussian 
militarism. 
He 


called on every publisher present to 
Advocate the passage of the selec- 
tive conscription bill. 
By so doing. 


he said, "you gentlemen will break a 
lance for the cause of freedom.- We 
can't go into this war with velvet 
gloves. We have got to have this 
till." 
Germany is from 100 to 200 year? 


behind the times in liberty and de- 
mocracy, Gerard 
asserted. 
"There 


may be riots there." he said, ''but 
there will be no revolution." 


Mr. Gerard is perhaps as well in- 


formed on conditions in Germany as 
any other American. He speaks with 
authority. 
Action is 'what is now needed in 


America. 
Congressmen should not 


BOW consider what measures will be 
most popular with the nation at 
large but should support such meas- 
ures as "will be effective and the most 
effective way to prosecute this war 
•will be that -which puts each man at 
the task where he can be of the great- 
est value to his country. Selective con- 
scription does not mean that all men 
of certain age must go to the front. 
It means that the burden 
will be 


equitably distributed and recognizes 
the importance of assignments 
for 


farm, factory and office work as well 
as service in the field or at the front. 
In passing upon such important 
measures as the army bill, congress- 
men should consider the welfare of 
their country 
instead 
of thinking 


about their own re-election. 


sense people are .watching govern- 
ment operations, and are able to see 
flaws. 
Their criticism is 
needed, 


even if a great deal of mere fault 
finding has to be given publicity 
too: 


The official world must adopt a 


large and tolerant view. 
It 
must 


learn to realize that unsound views 
and \\ild statements kill themselves, 
and it must be willing to extract the 
grain of sound sense 
from 
much 


chaff that surrounds it. 


CENSORSHIP. 


Two kinds of newspaper censor- 


ship are under consideration in leg- 
islation that is before congress. One 
kind is very necessary. It is to con- 
ceal military and naval information 
movements of troops and 
vessels. 
; etc. 
There are a few newspapers 


"so keen after scoops and dollars that 
' they would not hesitate to use such 
• news unless there were .severe pen- 


alties. 
Also 
many 
conscientious 


journals will feel that just so long 
as the government imposes no pro- 
hibition, they are free to use 
the 


news. 
The American press 
as 
a 


•whole does not care to become a 
publicity bureau for our •enemies. 


A wholly different kind of cen- 


sorship is seen when public officials 
attempt to shelter themselves from 
adverse 
opinion 
and 
discussion. 


they shrink from censure, and re- 
gard critics as biased, uninformed, 
'irresponsible, and mercenary. There 
are a great many public offifials in 
both state 
and national 
govern- 


ments, who would like a censorship 
in both peace and war times, and 
who at all times tak<? occasion to 
'suppress nev.-spaper debate of {heir 
doings. 
They may sincerely 
feel 


they are doing the best they can and 
that adverse comment accomplishes 
nothing.

tional Preparedness. 
Their 
state- 


ment reads as follows: 


In this crisis, when the nation is 


entering the world war with the con- 
sciousness of its people still some- 
what confused as to its 
aims 
and 


purposes, the measures to be taken 
and the methods to be used, we wish 
to urge upon public attention a hook 
by Arthur Bullard entitled Mobiliz- 
ing America. 


We have little time to prepare for 


war and should therefore take ad- 
vantage both of the mistakes 
ana 


tfle successes of France and England. 
Mr. Bullard has been in those coun- 
tries almost since the " war 
began, 


and in this small book he ably and 
clearly presents a definite program 
of what to do. and also what not to 
do, based on the experiences of the 
Allies in Europe. 


As to some of the details of his 


program many of us may disagree, 
but in view of 'the widespread un- 
certainty 
among 
even 
intelligent 


Americans as to how to mobilize our 
national resources for war, such a 
book is invaluable at this time. 
It 


within the next few weeks or mouths 
Mobilizing America could be read by 
millions of citizens in all sections 
of the land, we feel it would be im- 
mensely useful as a help 
in 
that 


gathering and clarifying of the pub- 
Tic mind and will without which no 
great struggle can be brought to a 
successful end.

he rarely needs after lie gets it. 


Other bouse to house agents and 


peddlers come in the

class. 


There is a small army of men pick- 
ing up a precarious living by selling 
patent household 
appliances 
and 


cloth'ng from door to door. Many 
of these things are absolute frauds. 
Others if useful can be bought at 
the nearest store. 
You have to pay 


the agent a very high commission, 
probably a third" on an average. It 
is wasteful, absolutely iion-produe- 
tive. 


And yet we are conducting a war 


with the greatest military power on 
earth and there is a question if we 
are able to feed ourselves and our 
allies on account ot 
shortage 
of 


labor. 
It- would seem funny if it 


were not so- deplorable. 


Tiie American people will not tol-

and a thousand other useless call- 
ings. If these futile trades could be 
closed, perhaps some of these indus- 
trial slackers could be persuaded to 
help feed the people. 


MINIMUM PRICE PROBLEM. 


(Pittsburgh Dispatch.) 


The judgment of George TV. Per- 


kins that the Government should es- 
tablish minimum prices on all foods 
seems to go well with tbe conclusion 
of Herbert Hoover, whose advice is 
considered invaluable because of his 
experience in Europe, but many re- 
quire long and amiable methods of 
persuasion to secure free consent of 
American farmers. 
Mr. Perkins has 


transmitted to Secretary Houston of 
the Department o"f "Agriculture 
the 


main points of his work in 
New- 


York with his conclusions,-chief of 
which is that a minimum price policy 
is imperative, and he seems to have 
in mind a minimum price that will 
meet tlie views of small waged, city 
consumers more than farmers. 
For 


instance, he proposes, as an illustra- 
tion, a rate of Si a bushel for tae 
season's potatoes, noting that at cur- 
rent prices it will cost farmers abomt 
60 cents per bushel to raise potatoes, 
so that $1 per bushel will give pro- 
ducers a small profit, possibly less 
than they may demand. 


Mr. Perkins informs the Secretary 


of Agriculture that he was in touch 
with farmers for some time on this 
point and finds them quite willing to 
co-operate if official 
agencies will 


furnish protection they believe neces- 
sary to prevent exploitation of farm- 
ers and 
consumers. 
Mr. 
Perkins 


thinks farmers will do all 
that is 


asked of them, and agrees that un- 
der the circumstances, with specula- 
tion as a possibility, men on the 
farms are justified in .requiring Gov- 
ernmental evidence that the farmers 
will not be exploited and that there 
be no possible chance that crops of 
extraordinary proportions find their 
way into the hands of speculator's, 
big or little. 


Tbe possibility of a food dictator- 


ship under direction of the Govern- 
ment is outlined in the conditions 
which Mr. Hoover cites as demand- 
ing the removal of every chance that 
every pound of food 
will not 
be 


utilized to the highest 
advantage. 


Mr. Hoover frankly says if America 
fails to feed the Allies the war will 
be lost, and in the .presence of such 
a stake a dictatorship is the safest 
means of assuring elimination of 
waste and speculation. He has not 
put himself on rtconl as 
to prices, 


but tbe lowest r'-(ail costs are so es- 
s»ntial 
that 
he probably accepts 


them as a matter of course.

Our Naval Chronometers. 


With a view to providing the exact 


time for chronometers used on war- 
ships," the navy department has'a mas- 
ter clock hi a .vault under' the. Naval 
Qbservatoiy, where the temperature is 
never allowed to vary, more than .the 
hundredth part of a^egree. .This .even- 
ness of temperature is ensured-j by 
means of a^ thermostat-Tand- a -small 
electric stove. When the ;tfenrperatiire 
rises the twb-hun'dredthpart-of 'a de^ 
gree above normal the thermostat auto- 
matically turns off the.. stove... TVHhen 
it falls below normal the stove starts 
working again. Sometimes the electric 
bulb is switched off and on again over 
a dozen times a minute. Before being 
dispatched from the observatory all 
chronometers are kept under close 
scrutiny in a room hung .around with 
wet cloths. This Js done so as to ac- 
custom them as far as possible to the 
conditions of moisture which prevail 
at sea. 


A Dissected Plateau. 


Standing oh a hilltop almost any- 


where in New England on a clear daj^ 
and looking around at the horizon one 
notices that the high level surfaces of 
one hill after another approach the 
plane of the circular sky line. It re- 
quires but little imagination to "recog- 
nize in the successive hilltops the-re- 
mains of the even and continuous sur- 
face of what was once a great plain, 
from which the valleys of today have 
been carved by the erosive action of 
flowing water. This is most easily 
recognized from a considerable eleva- 
tion, especially In the broad upland 
high level areas of western Massachu- 
setts at Wbitcomb hills, on the Mo- 
hawk trail This is termed a dissect- 
ed plateau.—Geological Survey Bulletin.

OF BRITISH ARMY 


SPELL 
SUCCESS

London, April 27.—The outstand- 


ing feature of the second phase of 
the battle of Arras is the definite 
establishment of superiority in ar- 
tillery by the British, and it is due 
to this superiority that they havo 
been able to maintain a successful 
offensive, said Major General F. B. 
Maurice, chief director of military 
operations at the war office, in his 
weekly talk with 
the 
Associated 


Press, Thursday. 


General Maurice 
declared 
the 


Germans had drawn on their strate- 
gic reserve and brought up 
great 


new forces in an attempt to stem 
tiie onslaught, but that the British 
machine was 
working 
without 
a 


hitch. The German losses had been 
terrific and thousands of dead Ger- 
mans, he said, were lying in front 
of the British lines. 


In the 18 days of the Arras bat- 


tle, General Maurice continued, the 
British casualties had been 
some- 


thing less than half what they were 
in .the corresponding period of the 
Somme offensive, while the num- 
bers of prisoners and guns captured 
by the British forces 
were much 


greater than in the same period on 
the Somme. 


Another important feature of the 


fighting, said the general, is the fact 
that the British have definitely es 
tablished their superiority in the air.

I U-BOAT WARFARE 


UNPROFITABLE ON 


THIS SIDE OF POND 


Washington. April 27.—Hear Ad- 


miral Sir Dudlev K. S. Decliair. the 
veteran naval officer of Great Brit- 
ain's war commission lo the L'nilod 
States gdve a group of Washington 
newspaper correspondents today 
a 


firsthand story of some 
of experi- 


ences during the two years he com- 
nnnded a patrol fleet chasing Ger- 
man submarines. 
Without 
mini- 


mizing the gravity of the submarine 
menace, he 
confidently 
predicted 


tbat it would be overcome. 


Commenting on suggestions that 


Germain 
might undertake a sub- 


marine campaign on the 
American 


coast, the admiral said this 
would 


not be piofitable from the German 
point of vie\\ without extensive sup- 
ply bases on this side of the Atlantic. 


The admiral spoke of the memora- 


ble lessons the allies had learned in 
the war and said lie and 
his col- 


leagues had come to place them at 
the disposal of the American gov- 
einment. 


"I only wish." he said, "that i 


could tell jou the number of Ger- 
man submarines that v.e have sunk. 
Unfortunately, however, that 
is 
a 


naval secret, as also are the means 
oi detection of submarines 
and of 


combating them, which it 
will 
be 


necessary to guard in closest secrecy 
until the end of tee war. Your navy 
has been furnished with full details", 
however, by the present mission.'' 


Of the prospect of submarines ap- 


pearing in American waters. Admiral 
Dechair said: 


"It would not pay Germany to in- 


augurate a general submarine cam- 
paign off the American coast unless 
she could establish 
bases 
here. 


Each submarine carries from'eight 
to 10 torpedoes, besides a limited 
fuel ""supply, and would largely be 
wasted in the long trip 
over " and 


back, not to mention the warm re- 
ception she would probably receive. 


"Mother submarines to supply fuel 


and torpedoes are known to be in 
operation, but little direct evidence 
has been received that they are suc- 
cessful. 
The great difficulty in lo- 


cating the submarine on patrol is 
largely responsible. As a result, the 
Germans prefer to stay out for two 
or three weeks and then return to 
port, whence they 
are 
sent 
out 


again almost before the crews have 
had time to reach shore.

"Xobody knows exactly how manv 


submarines the Germans are build- 
ing, but we know they are working 
at feverish speed and have heard re- 
ports that they are turning out from 
two to three a week. 
The time of 


construction 13 about eisrht months' 
with a similar length of time for 
torpedoes, and great uncertainty ex- 
ists as .to how long Germany" can 
continue to supply both vessels and 
torpedoes.( 


"The crew of a submarine as a 


rule requires from six weeks to two 
months' training, but 
the 
officers 


and other experts require at least 
tnree months. There have been many 
reports that the Germans have been 
forced to weaken the personnel of 
the high sea fleet to maintain their 
supply of seamen, but of this we are 
uncertain. It is, liowever, absolute- 
ly true, that some of the captured 
::rews are nearly crazy and wholly 
sick of their job. 


"The best defense against subma- 
rines, we have found, is the armed 
ship. During the early days they en- 
tirely veered away from such ves- 
sels and even now only attack them 
submerged, when it is necessary- to 
waste a torpedo, which can often be 
dodged, 
and expose the submarine 


itself to destruction. We have found 
that they 
are very much discon- 


certed if an armed snip turns on 
them direct and tries to run them 
down. 


"Night attacks by submarines are 
not especially to be feared, as it is 
nearly as easy for a vessel to see 
a. submarine as it is for a submarine 
to see 3. vessel. 
Usuallv- tnev run 


on the surface at night, charging: 
their batteries and 
leave 
behind 


them a plain, phosphorescent wake 
as does a torpedo fired at 
night. 


Sometimes, of course, they catch the 
loom of a ship on 
the 'skyline to 


great advantage. It is at night only 
that they have any opportunity to rig 
up their small wireless devices to 
receive orders from home. 


"Submarine chasers are very valu- 


able, as they are fast and especially 
unpopular with the undersea boats". 
A three-pound gun is effective if it 
strikes the vessel's shell, but where 
the submarine is submerged a four- 
Inch gun is desirable to break down 
the conning tower. Submarines we 
know are carrying four-inch guns 
themselves, and some are reported 
to be carrying 
five 
and 
six-inch 


guns. Their cruising capacity is al- 
so being largely increased. 


"It is extremely difficult to know 


If you have 
actually 
sunk a sub- 


marine, as sometimes they merely 
sink to the bottom. 
Presence of 


oil on the surface is a good indica- 
tion, though not absolutely conclu- 
sive. It may be used for deception. 
All the indications are good that the 
American steamer Mongolia bagged 
one. though it is possible it got 
awav."
